WASHINGTON (A P)-President 
'Kennedy 
turned 
thumbs 
down 
Monday night on a quick tax cut 
and reaffirmed his goal of a mul- 
tibillion-dollar 
reduction 
to 
be­ 
come effective next Jan. 1. 
But he pledged to call Congress 
into special session and ask for 
immediate action if an economic 
crisis should develop later this 
y ear. 
There is no sign now of any 
such crisLS. the President told the 
people via television and radio 
from the White House. 
Kennedy said there is an “ab­ 
sence of a clear and present dan­ 
ger” to the economy and thus a 
quickie tax cut “could neither be 
¡justified nor enacted.” 
He recited economic data, and 
pointed to charts, to show that 
the economy i.s moving up—that 
“there is every reason for confi­ 
dence by the American people in 
the .American sy stem ” 
He renewed his pledge to ask 
Congress next y ear for a massive 
reform of the American tax sy s­ 
tem with substantial income lax 
rate reductions as part of the 
overhaul.

Meany of the A FL-C IO , agrees that up to as 


much ss $100,000 of business investment

required to create a single job— and he says he s 


for all the profits management needs if it will 


make jobs. 
But he challenges business to say 


how much more profits are needed to create 


more jobs. 
In reply, Charles R. Sligh .lr., executive sec­ 


retary of the National Association of Manufac­ 


turers, points out that business activity ‘‘under­ 


taken in the expectation of profits creates jobs. 


lf the profits are realized, the jobs continue and 


perhaps grow in number. If the profits are not 


realized, the jobs and the'companies that offer 


them eventually disappear.” 
T h e r e s a note of similarity between the 


Sligh and Gompers statements. Nevertheless, a 


spokesman for Mr. Meany indicated that Mr. 


Sligh’s rejoinder was not responsive. 
Maybe 


that s because the question posed by Mr. Meany 


cannot, unfortunately, he answered precisely. 
Normally, jobs and wages move along with 


profits, up or down. In recent years, however, 


profits have been outpaced. The declining profit 


rate, the Sligh statement pointed out. has 
dis­ 


couraged new investment which could mean new 


products and new jobs. 
Mr. Meany, of course, is hinting at restrict­ 


ing profits. 
This is unreasonable. 
In a free 


economy, the urge for profits should he allowed 


as much free play for management as labor 


leaders 
expect 
for 
wages, 
hours, 
and

It took some time to discover which particular 
medicine was doing the mischief, hut by trial and 
error and a little detective work the culprit was dis­ 
covered and a cease and desist order was entered 
\s soon as I desisted from taking the stuff, the 
itch ceased. 
Then the hair began to grow, thick and

as it had not been for decades. The eyebrows 
came in a jet black. 
It took a little longer for the 
eyelashes to lose their albino pink 
Finally, my body 
was covered with black hair

The evidence concerning thali­ 
domide establishes not only the need for tighter 


la w but strengthening of the Federal Drug Adminis­ 
tration so that it can do a bang-up job. 


Sometimes, we have good laws but we do not give 
agencies enough personnel and money to enforce 
them '' The worst example of that was Harry J. Ans- 
lm -et's Bureau of Narcotics, which was starved until 
the' use of narcotics in this country became a public 
scandal. 
Anslinger's services to his country 
were 
legion and his Bureau, now under Henry .I Giordano. 
surely should be strengthened until this plague is wiped 
from our land. 
Dr. Kelsey had been deservedly honored by P resi­ 
dent Kennedy and he has called upon Congress to give 
the FDA additional authority. It would be wise for the 
drug and chemical industries to help the FDA and to 
organize to police themselves. 
They need to protect 
themselves not only from law-suits but from the moral 
obligation of not destroying human life or maiming or 
crippling human beings 
.And it is to be hoped that the 
sensations over misjudgement will not encourage an 
inane attitude toward research. We do live longer and 
better despite the errors

Public Should Not Lose Confidence In Drugs 


WASHINGTON - Periodically 
in American history 
there 
has 
been a national furor over a pois­ 
oned food or a harmful drug The 
end result of the agitation is usual­ 
ly beneficial. The public demand 
for closer supervision or investi­ 
gation is heeded. 
The current controversy comes 
at a time when drugs in other 
countries, as well as our own, 
have achieved a remarkable ac­ 
ceptance. The people have had 
an almost unbounded confidence 
in the drugs offered them. But 
now there is a danger that the 
reaction may go ‘he other way 
and that confidence in drugs as 
such may diminish. 
Hence, in what th° government 
does now, it is essential 
to pro­ 
tect tile public, but it is important 
also to continue the drug research 
that can reduce human suffering 
and increase the spin of lur 
The average person knows very 
little about the risks that are in­ 
volved in drugs that haven't been 
widely tested. 
It 
is doubtful if 
the mind of the prospective user 
turns very much to the risks in­ 
volved — the tendency is to be­ 
lieve in the doctor who prescribes 
it or the pharmacist who recom­ 
mends it. 
The U. S. Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration was established as 
the result of a law passed on .lune 
50, 1906. during the administra­ 
tion of President Theodore Roose­ 
velt. It was created largely be­ 
cause of the widespread contro­ 
versy developed at the time by 
Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, who assail­ 
ed the distribution of adulterated 
toods and drugs. A aw also was 
passed on the same day requir­ 
ing inspection of meat-packing es­ 
tablishments. some of which had 
been accused of maintaining un­ 
sanitary facilities. 
Much progress has been made 
in this field during th*' last 56 
years, but again and agiin it has 
been brought to the attention nt 
the public that regulation is inade­ 
quate or that

drug is not adequate in itself, as 
most people are unfamiliar with 
technical terms. It is the doctor 
or the pharmacist who needs to 
be advised of the results of tests 
and whether any danger signs 
have boon noted. 
It can happen that drugs test­ 
ed with good results on animals 
may be injurious when used by 
human beings. Also, drugs intend­ 
ed for use in treating certain ail­ 
ments may prove harmful among 
patients who also happen to have 
ailments of another kind at the 
same time. 
Testing is a long and laborious 
process 
Impatience sets in when 
the public hears of a "m iracle'’ 
cure for some disease, and the 
remedy is for one reason or an­ 
other withheld Not so many years 
ago. the criticism heard was that 
doctors hesitated too long to pres­ 
cribe remedies, even when ihe 
drugs noted in the headlines w e e 
said to he achieving good results. 
The problem, therefore, is not 
going to be solved entirely by 
any new set of regulations. Many 
of the dangers will lie eliminated 
by requirements of full disclos­ 
ure But the chances of error will 
be diminished only if the whole 
investigating process 
is 
hotter 
handled and more safeguards are 
introduced against premature dis­ 
tribution of drugs that may have 
damaging effects. 
But it would he tragic if the 
public furor about the uniortunate 
results in the last few month* in 
the use of thalidomide causes peo­ 
ple to lose confidence in all man- 
ner of drugs. .Salk vaccine, for 
example, has accomplished won­ 
ders in cutting down the toll of 
polio, blit it went through a long 
period of experimentation betore 
jt was released and finally was 
given the approval of the medical 
profession. 
Many other advances have been 
made, especially in the use of 
penicillin and various antibiotics. 
But. again, 
not everybody 
can 
take them. There seems to be no 
rule of thumb about drugs 
5et 
they have prolonged human life 
and have reduced physical suf­ 
fering. So long a? test* are pro­ 
perly conducted, the public con­
